RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


The  last  week  of  April  started  with  cat- 
tle receipts  on  Monday  the  largest  for  any  day 
in  three  months,  btit  marketings  were  subsequent- 
ly curtailed  and  the  week1 s  supply  was  slightly 
smaller  than  the  fairly  liberal  volume  of  the 
previous  week.     Prices  on  fed  steers  and  heif- 
ers were  uneven  over  the  area.     High-Good  to 
Prime  steers  at  Chicago  sold  5O0-$1.OO  higher 
for  the  week  while  Standard  to  average-Good 
steers  were   steady  to  $1.00  lower.     High-Good 
to  Prime  steers  were  steady  to  500  higher  at 
Omaha  and  So.  St.   Paul  and  all  grades  were  500 
up  at  Sioux  City.     Otherwise  steers  sold  steady 
to  50^  lower.     Trends  on  fed  heifers  were  strong 
to  500  higher  at  Omaha  and  Chicago  but  steady 
to  500  lower  elsewhere.     Barrows  and  gilts 
sold  25-750  lower  for  the  week.     Prices  on  old 
crop  slaughter  lambs  averaged  about  steady  ex- 
cept $1.00-1.50  lower  at  Fort  Worth  and  $1.00 
off  at  Chicago;   spring  slaughter  lambs  steady 
to  500  higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts 
at  the  12  markets  were  slightly  less  than  in 
the  previous  week  and  were   5  percent  below  a 
year  ago.     Distribution  was  uneven  with  sup- 
plies liberal  Monday  but  moderate  the  remainder 
of  the  week.     Good  and  Choice  slaughter  steers 
and  heifers  predominated  at  most  markets. 
Prices  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  de- 
clined Monday  at  most  points  when  receipts  were 
liberal  but  upturns  were  recorded  on  moderate 
supplies  at  several  points  later  in  the  week, 
particularly  on  Choice  and  Prime  steers.     The 
late  advances  were  also  influenced  by  higher 
carlot  dressed  beef  prices.     The  week's  trends 
showed   considerable  variations  over  the  midwest 
area.     At  Chicago  where  prices  declined  sharply 
in  the  previous  week,   high-Good  to  Prime  steers 
sold  5O0-$1.OO  higher  for  the  week  in  review, 
instances  $1.50  up.     However,   Standard  to 
average-Good  offerings  closed   steady  to  $1.00 
lower  as  the  price  spread  between  grades  became 
the  widest  in  over  a  year.     High-Good  and  Choice 
steers  sold  steady  to  500  higher  at  Omaha j  Choice 
and  Prime  fully  steady,   instances  500  up  at 
So.   St.  Paul  and  all  grades  advanced  500  at 
Sioux  City.     Otherwise,   steer  prices  were  steady 
to  500  lower.     Fed  heifers  sold  steady  to  500 
lower  aside  from  the  strong  to  500  higher 
trends  at  Chicago  and  Omaha.     Cow  prices  were 
steady  at  several  points  but  varied  both  500 
lower  and  500  higher.     Bulls  closed   steady  to 
$1.00  lower;  vealers  advanced  $1.00-2.00  at 
St.   Louis  National  Stock  Yards  but  were  steady 
at  So.  St.  Paul. 

Load  Prime  1160//  slaughter  steers  cashed 
at  $33.50  Wednesday  at  Chicago  when  bulk  high- 
Choice  and  Prime  brought  $29.00-32.00;  bulk 
Choice  for  the  week  $26.50-28.75.     Elsewhere 


most  Choice  steers  realized  $26.50-28.00, 
some  high-Choice  $28.00-28.75,   small  volume 
high-Choice  and  Prime  to  $29.00  and  2  loads 
Prime  1211#  $31.50  at  Sioux  City.     Mixed  high- 
Good  and  low-Choice  steers  numerous  over  the 
entire  area  at  $25.50-26.50;  most  Good  $23.00- 
25.50;  Standard  and  low-Good  $20.00-23.50. 
Few  Prime  heifers  brought  $28.50-28.75  at 
Chicago  with  most  Choice  over  the  area  at 
$26.00-28.00;  Good  and  low-Choice  $22.50-26.00. 
Utility  and  Commercial  cows  bulked  $16.00-18.00, 
Canners  and  Cutters  $13.50-16.50. 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Seasonally  moderate  receipts  of  stocker  and 
feeder  cattle  at  terminal  markets  were  somewhat 
smaller  than  the  previous  week  when  supplies 
were  larger  than  usual  for  an  April  week.     How- 
ever,  supplies  of  stock  calves  increased.     High- 
Medium  to  average -Choice  550-750#  yearling 
steers  continued  to  predominate  while  Good  and 
Choice  under  450#  calves,  particularly  in  load- 
lots,  were  relatively  scarce.     Moderate  numbers 
of  8O0-105O#  feeder  steers  were  offered, 
majority  of  which  showed  evidence  of  at  least 
a  limited  turn  on  grain  feeds.     Trading  gener- 
ally was  rather  slow  with  prices  unevenly 
steady  to  500  lower.     Choice  500-60C#  year- 
ling stockers  along  with  Good  and  Choice  calves 
showed  least  weakness.     The  market  at  Sioux 
Falls  proved  an  exception  to  the  general  trend, 
prices  there  being  as  much  as  $1.00  higher, 
reflecting  a  good  local  demand  for  relatively 
small  numbers.     In  contrast,   at  some  south- 
western markets  prices  were  as  much  as  $1.00 
lower.     The  unevenness  of  the  market  for  slaugh- 
ter cattle  the  past  several  weeks  together  with 
an  estimate  of  above  normal  spring  numbers  of 
cattle  on  feed  are  among  factors  influencing 
growers  and  feeders  to  proceed  rather  cautiously 
in  making  purchases  of  stockers  and  feeders. 
At  the  same  time,   even  though  there  is  still 
a  fairly  widespread  demand  for  cattle  to  put 
on  grass,   a  good  many  graziers  apparently  have 
already  secured  at  least  a  large  part  of  their 
required  numbers  and  there  is  noticeably  less 
urgency  in  demand  for  stockers  than  was  noted 
earlier  this  month  and  during  the  latter  part  of 
March. 

Few  loads  Choice  525-600#  stock  steers 
continued  to  sell  in  a  $30.00-31.00  price  range. 
Scattered  shipments  Choice  yearling  stockers 
brought  $29.00-29.75,   including  several  loads 
670-681#  at  $29.00.     Other  Good  and  Choice 
yearling  stockers  cashed  from  $24.50-28.50; 
Medium  and  low-Good  $21.00-26.00.     Good  and 
Choice  800-1050#  feeder  steers  sold  from  $23.00- 
26.00,  few  $26.50-27.00.     Good  and  Choice  year- 
ling heifers  ranged  $22.00-27.50  with  heifers 
under  625#  selling  above  the  same  grades 
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weighing  650#  or  heavier.     However,  Choice 
620#  heifers  were  included  at  $27.50.     Good  and 
Choice  350-500#  stock  steer  calves  ranged 
$26.00-33.50,   majority  $28.00-32.00.     Same 
grades  heifer  calves  brought  $23.00-29.25. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Marketings  at 
the  12  terminals  were  slightly  larger  than  both 
a  week  ago  and  the  corresponding  week  a  year 
earlier.     Bulk  of  the  receipts  throughout  the 
area  were  mixed  U.   S.   No.  1-3  lots  of  190-260# 
barrows  and  gilts.     Sows  made  up  between   7-11 
percent  of  the  supply.     Liberal  receipts  at 
the  start  of  the  week  were  a  major  price  depres- 
sing factor  and  rather  substantial  price  de- 
clines were  recorded  on  Monday.     Trends  were 
uneven  later  in  the  week  and  closing  sales  on 
barrows  and  gilts  were  25-75 £  below  the  previ- 
ous Friday.     Buyers  became  considerably  more 
weight  conscious  than  recently  and   as  a  result 
most  decline  was  recorded  on  weights  over  230#. 
Sows  sold  25 ^-$1.00  lower  over  most  of  the 
area. 

On  Friday,  U.   S.  No.  1,   and  No.  1-2,   190- 
230#  barrows  and  gilts  sold  at  $16.00-16.75; 
U.   S.   1-3,   180-240#  barrows  and  gilts  bulked 
at  $15.50-16.25;   and  mixed  U.   S.   1-3,   300-60O# 
sows  bulked  at  $12.50-14.50. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3,   live  basis  200-220#  barrows 
and  gilts  was  90£  per  cwt.  based   on  wholesale 
carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago 
April  21  to  April  27,   1960  inclusive. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Pressing  field  work  in  the  Interior  area 
and  a  lagging  demand  from  most  buying  interests 
were  major  factors  contributing  to  an  8  percent 
reduction  in  receipts  compared  with  the  previ- 
ous week.     However,   the  week's  volume  was  11 
percent  more  than  the  corresponding  week  last 
year.     Around  50  percent  of  the  butcher  supply 
was  mixed  No.   1-3  180-220#  weights  with 
around  20  percent  220-240#  and  25  percent  No.  2- 
3,  240-300#.     Sows  comprised  almost  7  percent 
of  supplies. 

Selling  on  most  days  reflected  weakness 
from  the  previous  day  and  closing  prices  for  the 
week  were  35-50£  lower  on  butchers,  with  sows 
50tf  to  mostly  75 £  lower.     At  the  close,  most 
mixed  No.   1-3  190-240#  butchers  sold  at  $15.00- 
15.75   and   a  moderate  supply  No.   1-2,   190-23C# 
selected  lots  $15.75-16.25;  mixed  No.  1-3, 
270-400#   sows  $13.50-14.75;  400-55O#  $12.10- 
14.15. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  The  12  market  receipts 
were  10  percent  over  the  previous  week  and 
slightly  over  a  year  ago,  with  bulk  of  the  in- 
crease received   at  Fort  Worth.     Price  trends  for 
old  crop  slaughter  lambs  were  uneven  but  av- 
eraged about  steady  except  $1.00-1.50  lower  at 
Fort  Worth  and  $1.00  lower  at  Chicago  where 
receipts  were  sharply  increased.     Spring  slaugh- 
ter lambs  were  steady  to  50£  higher,   instances 
750  up;  slaughter  ewes  weak  to  $1.00  lower; 


feeder  lambs  5O0-$1.OO  lower  at  Fort  Worth 
and  Denver,   steady  at  So.  St.  Paul  but  scarce 
elsewhere . 

Late  in  the  week,  Choice  and  Prime  90- 
115#  wooled  slaughter  lambs  bulked  from  $21.00- 
22.50,   few  $22.75-23.00;  Choice  90-116# 
$20.50-21.50;  Good  and  Choice  $19.00-21.00. 
Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  85-113# 
shorn  No.  2  to  fall  shorn  pelt  slaughter  lambs 
$20.00-21.25;  Prime  96#  fall  shorn  pelt  lambs

In  the  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
area,   slaughter  lambs  sold  steady  to  weak,   in- 
stances 500  lower;   slaughter  ewes  steady  to 
weak.     Demand  was  only  fair  on  most  sessions. 
Shorn  lambs  made  up  around  60  percent  of  the 
lamb  supply.     Around  40  percent  of  week' s  run 
was  received  from  outside  the  area.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 


Trading  of  greasy  domestic  worsted 
wools  in  the  Boston  market  consisted  mostly 
of  graded  medium  fleeces  although  light 
interest  was  noted  in  half-blood  wools. 
Approximately  8  cars  were  sold  with  prices 
steady  to  weak.  Handlers  of  pulled  wools 
were  the  principal  sellers  of  woolen  wools 
while  scoured  shorn  wools  and  noils  were 
slow  to  move  with  prices  about  unchanged. 
There  was  considerable  activity  in  the 
territory  States  as  buyers  bought  up  various 
pools  and  trading  in  Texas  increased.  The 
first  Virginia  wool  pool  of  bulk  medium 
wools  sold  on  April  27. 

The  Australian  markets  will  resume  on 
May  2.  Midweek  cables  indicated  the  Cape 
markets  continued  firm  with  the  Continent 
and  United  States  dominating.  The  Christ- 
church,  New  Zealand  sale  on  April  23  showed 
eastern  Europe  and  the  Continent  dominating 
on  56s  and  finer  with  general  competition 
on  medium  and  coarse  crossbred  wools.  Inter- 
est continued  in  Argentine  carpet  wools 
while  Montevideo  was  quiet  at  nominal  quo- 
tations . 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  60/62s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  fleece  wool  sold  at  $1.09- 
1.10  while  56/58s  staple  and  good  French 
combing  brought  around  $1.09  and  50/54s  staple 
fleeces  moved  at  $1.05-1.06,  clean  basis. 
The  Augusta  County  pool  sold  in  Virginia  at 
57^0  f .o.b.  for  approximately  300,000  pounds 
of  medium  fleeces  with  delivery  in  late  May 
and  early  June.  Country  buyers  were  paying 
mostly  50-520  in  Ohio  for  medium  wools  and 
42-430  for  fine  wool,  while  about  500  was 
paid  in  Missouri  and  Iowa  for  medium  fleeces 
and  47^  for  fine  wool. 

Territory  Wools  -  At  a  sale  held  in 
Dillon,  Montana  original  bag  bulk  half-blood 
with  some  fine  and  3/8s  brought  50^0  f .o.b. 
while  buyers  paid  45-500  for  mostly  mixed 
clips  on  the  west  slope  of  Colorado.   In 
Utah  mixed  clips  brought  45-470. 

Texas  Wools  -  Eight  months  wool  at  the 
Del  Rio  sale  brought  grease  prices  ranging 
from  47-560  and  was  estimated  to  cost  clean 
around  $1.05-1.08  delivered  East.  Estimated 
prices  for  average  12  months  in  Texas  ranged 
from  $1.12-1.15  while  good  12  months  wool  in 
original  bags  was  estimated  from  $1.15-1.20 
delivered. 

Mohair  -  Recent  sales  of  mohair  in  Texas 
amounted  to  approximately  300,000-400,000 
pounds  at  96^0  for  adult  and  $1.26§  for  kid 
hair  to  the  warehouse.  Most  of  this  volume 
consisted  of  adult  hair  with  very  little  kid 


in  the  accumulation.  This  hair  was 
purchased  mostly  for  use  in  domestic 
consumption. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Cabled  quotations 
at  week's  end  follow,  with  combing 
wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil- 
combed  yields  and  short  wools  to 
scouring  yields,  in  bond.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Dull  trading  pre- 
vailed early  in  the  week,  but  normal  activity 
developed  at  mid-week  and  continued  into  the 
close.     Outlet  for  most  fresh  meats  was  only 
fair  at  best.     However,  beef  movement  was  some- 
what more  active  than  in  recent  past  weeks, 
and  veal  was  fairly  active  due  to  week-end 
retail  feature  by  large  chain  stores,  which 
absorbed  major  portion  of  supplies  at  most 
eastern  seaboard  markets.     Clearance  was  fair- 
ly complete  at  all  markets  except  Washington, 
where  cleanup  was  poor  except  for  veal.     Sup- 
plies of  Prime  steer  beef  were  very  small, 
while  volume  of  calf  was  curtailed,  partic- 
ularly at  New  York.     In-shipments  of  steer  and 
cow  beef  were  slightly  above  normal  at  Phila- 
delphia, but  about  normal  at  other  marketing 
areas.     Lamb,  veal  and  pork  supplies  were 
generally  normal. 

Compared  with  previous  week,   steer  beef 
steady  to  $1.00  lower,  with  some  decline  at 
all  markets  except  New  York;  cow  beef  mostly 
steady.  Calf  sold   steady  at  New  York,   and  veal 
steady  to  $1.00  higher,  while  sales  of  veal 
at  other  markets  was  steady  to  $2.00  lower. 
The  trend  for  lamb  was  steady  to  $1.00  lower; 
pork  loins  steady  to  $3.00  lower;  other  pork 
cuts  steady  to  $2.00  lower. 

CHICAGO  -  Beef,   lamb  and  fresh  pork 
supplies  were  about  normal.     Most  beef  graded 
Good  to  average-Choice  with  carcasses  under 
700#  most  abundant.     Lamb  primarily  weights 
over  55#,   although  volume  of  spring  lamb  in- 
creased  over  the  past  several  weeks.     Veal 
receipts  were  moderate.     Dependable  outlets 
made  for  a  fairly  active  trade  on  primal  beef 
cuts.     Carcass  beef  trading  was  rather  limited 
as  the  bulk  moved  in  the  form  of  cuts.     Veal 
and  lamb  trading  was  moderately  active. 
Fresh  pork  trade  was  slow  throughout.

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef 
supplies  were  fairly  plentiful  at  all  points 
on  the  West  Coast  and  trading  was  rather  slow. 
Cow  beef  receipts  were  moderate  but  adequate 
for  a  fair  demand.     Calf  was  more  than  ade- 
quate for  a  slow  movement  at  Los  Angeles  while 
veal  was  fully  adequate  to  instances  excessive 
for  a  poor  demand  at  San  Francisco  and  in  the 
Pacific  Northwest.     Spring  lamb  was  in  some- 
what more  plentiful  supply  but  movement  was 
fairly  good  while  old  crop  was  scarce.     Mut- 
ton was  also  more  plentiful  and  more  than 
adequate.     Fresh  and  cured  pork  cuts  were 
liberal  with  accumulations  of  most  all  cuts.

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MEAT     ANIMALS 

Farm  Production,    Disposition  and  Income 
By  States,    1958-59 


Farm  production  of  meat  animals  in  1959  totaled  52.  7  billion  pounds 
live  weight,    8  percent  more  than  the  48.  7  billion  pounds  in  1958,    according  to 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     This  is  the  highest  production  of  record.     Cattle 
and  calf  production  amounted  to  56  percent  of  the  total  farm  production  of  meat 
animals  in  1959,    with  hogs  furnishing  41  percent  and  the  remaining  3  percent 
coming  from  sheep  and  lambs.     In  1958,    cattle  and  calves  represented  57  per- 
cent of  the  total;  hogs,    40  percent;  and  sheep  and  lambs,    3  percent. 

Gross  income  (cash  receipts  plus  value  of  home  consumption)  from 
meat  animals  amounted  to  $11.4  billion,  2  percent  less  than  the  $11.6  billion 
in  1958.  The  gross  income  in  1959  for  cattle  and  calves  was  above  that  of  a 
year  earlier,  but  was  lower  for  hogs  and  sheep  and  lambs.  The  increase  in 
gross  income  for  cattle  and  calves  was  due  to  larger  marketings  and  higher 
prices,  while  for  hogs  and  sheep  and  lambs  the  decrease  was  due  to  lower 
prices,    since  marketings  were  larger. 

CATTLE  AND  CALVES:     Production  of  cattle  and  calves  in  1959  was 
29.  5  billion  pounds,    7  percent  more  than  the  27.  7  billion  pounds  in  1958.     The 
increase  in  production  was  due  to  the  increase  in  inventory  numbers.     Gross 
income  from  cattle  and  calves  in  1959  amounted  to  $8.  0  billion,    the  largest  for 
any  year  of  record.      The  1959  gross  income  is  6  percent  above  the  $7.6  billion 
in  1958.      Cash  receipts  in  1959  totaled  $7.9  billion  compared  with  $7.4  billion 
in  1958.     The  average  price  per  100  pounds  live  weight  received  by  producers 
in  1959  was  $22.  60  for  cattle  and  $26.  60  for  calves.     In  1958,    the  selling  price 
per  hundred  pounds  for  cattle  averaged  $21.  90  and  calves  $25.  20. 

HOGS:     Hog  production  during  1959  is  estimated  at  21.4  billion  pounds, 
up  10  percent  from  the  19.4  billion  pounds  the  preceding  year.     The   1959 
production  is   15  percent  below  the  record  of  25.4  billion  pounds  in  1943.     Gross 
income  in  1959  from  hogs  at  $3.  0  billion  was   18  percent  smaller  than  the  $3.  7 
billion  in  1958.      Cash  receipts  at  $2.  8  billion  in  1959  compare  with  $3.4  billion 
the  preceding  year.     The  average  price  per  hundred  pounds  live  weight  was 
$14.  10  in  1959  compared  with  $19.  60  in   1958. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS:     The  production  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  1959 
amounted  to  1.  7  billion  pounds,    3  percent  above  1958.     Gross  income  was  $340 
million  in   1959  compared  with  $360    million  in  1958.      Cash  receipts  of  $336 
million  were  6  percent  smaller  than  in  the  preceding  year.     In  1959,    sheep  sold 
for  an  average  of  $5.  99  per  hundred  pounds  live  weight  and  lambs  $18.  70.    The 
average  price  in  1958  was  $7.  13  for  sheep  and  $21.  00  tor  lambs.
